Ufah-Russ  Hookup 
Made  Difficult 
By  Two  Hour  Rule 

Trans-Atlantic  telephone  opera- 
tors have  been  trying  for  four 
days  to  connect  Brigham  Young 
University  with  the  Kremlin  in 
Moscow,  Russia.  They  hope  to 
put  the  $4-a-minute  call  through 
this  morning,  during  the  two 
hours  allotted  for  U.  S.-Russia 
telephone  contact. 

The  call  is  to  Premier  Nikolai 
Bulganin  by  a group  of  BYU  stu- 
dents interested  in  exchanging 
ideas  on  inter-country  relations. 

New  York  can  call  Russia  by 
radio-telephone  only  between  7 :45 
and  9:30  a.m.  (MTS)  each  morn- 
ing, according  to  a Provo  long- 
distance operator.  A call  from 
Provo  must  go  through  Salt- 
Lake  City  to  New  York,  then  to 
an  overseas  operator,  and  then 
to  the  Kremlin.  Cost  with  tax  of 
a 15-minute  call  would  be  about 
$66. 


Leader  Answers  Telephone, 
Coin  Lack  Thwarts  Contact 


Nikolai  Bulganin,  premier  of  Soviet  Russia,  was  reportedly 
reached  by  telephone  and  ready  to  speak  with  a student  from  Brig- 
ham Young  University  Tuesday  morning,  in  a call  that  started  as  a 
practical  joke  and  developed  into  a good-will  maneuver. 

Since  no  one  was  available  to  accept  the  call  Tuesday,  it  was  re- 
scheduled for  Wednesday,  but  this  time  the  premier  could  not  be 
reached  by  a group  of  serious  students,  who  hoped  for  another 


8,462  Students 
Enroll  at  BYU 
During  1954-55 

Almost  750  more  students  have 
enrolled  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity this  school  year  than  last, 
according  to  cumulative  totals  re- 
leased. 

The  total,  8,462,  includes  all 
students  who  have  attended  BYU 
at  any  time  during  the  school 
year  up  to  March  31.  Last  year’s 
tabulation  was  7,713. 

Breakdowns  of  the  figures  in- 
dicate that  enrollment  of  men 
increased  in  greater  proportion 
than  did  enrollment  of  women. 
This  year  there  have  been  4,851 
men  enrolled  as  compared  with 
3,611  women,  a difference  of 
1,240.  Last  year  the  difference 
was  833,  with  4,248  men  to 
3,415  women. 

All  Class  Enrollments  Up 

Freshmen  this  year  total 
3,298,  up  284  over  last  year. 
Sophomore  totals  are  1,961,  an 
increase  of  226.  Juniors  increased 
by  186,  with  a total  of  1,382  en- 
rolled this  year.  Seniors  raised 
last  year’s  mark  by  38,  sending 
1,138  to  BYU  this  year.  There 
have  been  428  graduate  students 
this  year,  an  increase  of  57. 

Only  group  to  show  a decrease 
this  year  is  special  students. 
Their  254  total  is  43  students  less 
than  last  year. 

Breakdown  of  students  by  col- 
leges lists  education  next  to  coun- 
seling service  for  total  enroll- 
ment. During  the  year  there  were 
3,028  students  in  counseling  ser- 
vice and  1,096  in  the  college  of 
education.

Premier  Ready  to  Talk 

When  the  practical  joker’s  call 
was  connected  Tuesday  morning 
through  the  pay  telephone  in 
Wymount  D-3,  no  one  was  there 
to  accept  it.  The  Provo  operator 
reported  that  the  overseas  opera- 
tor had  the  Premier  on  the  line 
and  that  he  was  ready  to  talk. 
She  said  the  Premier  was  speak- 
ing Russian. 

Gary  Schoefield,  Rupert,  Ida., 
and  Paul  Bond,  Mesa,  Ariz.,  who 
answered  the  call,  had  no  coins 
for  the  telephone  and  no  inter- 
preter available.  They  decided  to 
talk  later  with  Bulganin,  assured 
the  telephone  manager  they  were 
serious,  and  began  collecting 
money  to  pay  for  the  call. 

Quick  Collection 

Bond  and  Schoefield  quickly 
collected  $10  from  interested  men 
in  their  dorm  and  ran  to  the  Book- 
store to  change  the  currency  into 
coins,  and  raced  back  to  complete 
the  call.  By  then,  however,  the 
time  allotted  for  trans-Atlantic 
calls  to  Russia  had  elapsed;  so 
they  scheduled  the  call  for  Wed- 
nesday. 

News  of  the  call  spread  quick- 
ly. Alan  Thomander,  Maplewood, 
N.  J.,  became  interested  and  be- 
gan organizing  questions  and  ob- 
taining interpreters.  Ed  Morrell, 
Salt  Lake  City;  and  Dick  Westen- 
skow,  Woodbum,  Ore.,  two  BYU 
students  who  learned  to  speak

Jack  Zenger,  president  of  Associated  Men  Stu- 
dents, is  presently  heading  a committee  for  study 
of  the  structure  of  the  legislative  council.  The 
committee  is  expected  to  make  recommendations 
for  selection  or  election  improvements  of  legisla- 
tive council  members. 

It  was  suggested  in  the  last  meeting  of  the 
legislative  council  that  perhaps  the  executive  coun- 
cil had  little  or  no  place  in  the  legislative  council. 
A viewpoint  which  opposed  this  was  stated  by  a 
member  of  the  executive  council  who  mentioned 
that  the  executive  council  was  a valuable  segment 
of  the  legislative  body  to  that  all  studentbody  of- 
ficers were  close  to  student  problems. 

Three  of  the  studentbody  officers  hold  ex-officio 
offices  in  the  legislative  council.  The  studentbody 
president  is  council  president,  the  studentbody  first 
vice-president  is  parliamentarian,  and  the  student- 
body  secretary  acts  as  the  secretary.  Independence 
of  the  body  might  be  better  established  and  main- 
tained if  all  members  of  the  executive  council 
were  simply  made  voting  members  of  the  legisla- 
tive council,  and  officers  were  elected  from  the 
entire  body  of  members. 

At  present  the  Constitution  of  the  Associated 
Students, 'Brigham  Young  University  provides  for 
38  members  in  the  legislative  council.  Of  this  mem- 
bership, 12  representatives  are  appointed.  Theor- 
etically these  persons  are  representing  only  the 
groups  from  which  they  are  appointed,  but  they  are 
voting  on  legislation  which  affects  the  entire 
studentbody. 

Of  the  12  appointed  representatives  in  legisla- 
tive council,  five  are  from  the  student  publications. 
Since  these  representatives  have  the  power  to  pre- 
sent their  views  to  the  studentbody  by  means  of 
effective  media,  they  have  an  unfair  advantage 
over  other  representatives. 

It  is  also  unfair  that  the  studentbody  constitution 
makes  such  inflexible  stipulations  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  representatives  of  each  class.  Since  the  en- 
rollment of  the  classes  differs,  representation  in 


legislative  couhcil  should  be  made  commensurate  to 
the  number  of  students  represented. 

Approximately  one-fifth  of  the  legislative  coun- 
cil membership  are  representatives  from  clubs. 
These  members  also  represent  a different  type 
representation  in  legislative  council  than  either  the 
appointed  members  or  the  elected  members.  Since 
club  representatives  are  not  elected  from  the  entire 
studentbody,  it  theoretically  follows  that  they  are 
not  responsible  to  the  entire  studentbody.  Rather, 
they  are  responsible  only  to  the  clubs. 

These  representatives  should  act  in  the  legis- 
lative council  as  pressure  groups,  which,  in  effect, 
is  what  they  are,  except  for  the  representation. 

All  representatives  in  legislative  council  are 
empowered  to  enact  or  repeal  legislation  which 
affects  the  entire  studentbody.  It  is  unrealistic 
to  presume  that  a studentbody  can  be  governed 
effectively  by  a group  of  persons  which  is  not 
directly  responsible  to  the  electorate. 

To  make  the  legislative  council  more  responsible 
to  the  studentbody,  many  things  could  be  done. 
Perhaps  the  best  suggestion  that  has  come  forth 
is  that  all  members  be  elected  from  the  classes  be- 
fore the  beginning  of  every  quarter.  If  the  legis- 
lation that  the  members  pass  or  repeal  is  unaccept- 
able to  the  diverse  pressure  groups  on  campus, 
those  groups  could  organize  to  vote  against  mem- 
bers who  do  not  represent  their  interests. 

Of  course,  any  recommendation  the  committee 
makes  to  the  legislative  council  which  proposes 
reorganization  will,  of  necessity,  be  a proposal  for 
a constitutional  amendment,  since  the  constitution 
makes  provision  for  membership. 

No  doubt  there  are  other  solutions  to  the  prob- 
lem of  our  “lame  duck”  legislative  council.  The 
committee  that  is  studying  the  situation  will  meet 
today  in  the  executive  council  conference  room, 
which  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Student 
Service  Center.  Zenger  stated  that  all  persons  who 
are  interested  in  reorganization  of  the  legislative 
council  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meeting.

Has  the  Faculty  Failed?

Just  exactly  what  should  be 
done  with  chronic  violators  of 
the  Honor  System?  Are  we  will- 
ing to  ruin  our  code  over  and 
over  again  by  letting  them  pre- 
tend repentance  without  ever- 
making  a real  effort  to  conform, 
* or  should  we  stick  a few  sharp 
teeth  in  our  demands? 

Perhaps  some  of  the  difficul- 
ties that  arise  from  students 
who  make  a joke  of  our  stand- 
ards can  be  blamed  on  the  ad- 
ministration. Would  it  be  wisdom 
to  set  up  a more  rigid  system 
whereby  those  students  who  feel 
no  responsibility  to  fulfill  the  re- 
quirements for  membership  in 
this  school  would  be  denied  the 
right  to  register  in  the  first 
place?  This  is  one  possible  solu- 
tion to  the  Word  of  Wisdom  prob- 
lem that  exists  among  a few 
fellow  students  here.  And  then 
perhaps  our  system  of  handling 
these  students  is  too  lenient. 


Maybe  the  right  thing  to  do  is  not 
so  much  to  soft-pedal  these  stu- 
dents, but  to  protect  the  vast 
majority  by  removing  this  few. 
Perhaps  we  shouldn’t  be  so  ex- 
cited about  our  rapidly-growing 
studentbody  if  our  standards 
plummet.  These  are  all  questions 
being  tossed  around  which  de- 
serve consideration. 

Part  of  our  trouble  with  cheat- 
ing may  find  origin  with  a few 
faculty  members  who  actually  in- 
spire cheating  by  high-pressure 
tests  and  assignments.  But  why 
don’t  we  let  the  faculty  itself 
have  the  benefit  of  our  thoughts 
on  these  matters?  One  of  our  big 
faults  seems  to  be  our  failure 
to  deliver  criticisms  to  those  who 
can  actually  act  upon  them.  How 
often  do  we  only  gripe  to  those 
who  can  merely  offer  sympathy 
instead  of  concrete  improvement? 
ment?

Legislative  Leanings

The  studentbody  exedutive 
council-elect  is  in  the  process  of 
choosing  cabinet  and  ^studentbody 
committee  chairmen  for  the  com- 
ing year  this  week.  It’s  a big  job 
— one  of  the  biggest  of  the  year, 
and  students  with  good  ideas  and 
a desire  to  work  should  see  the 
council. 

The  cabinet  may  undergo  some 
revision  this 
year,  with  the 
assembly  direc- 
tor and  the 
dance  director 
being  dropped 
from  the  group. 

The  council 
voted  to  drop 
these  two  offi- 
ces from  the 
cabinet  on  the  grounds  that  these 
jobs  are  the  specific  responsi- 
bility of  the  First  and  Second 
Vice  Presidents.  However,  ac- 
cording to  reports,  two  persons 
will  be  appointed  to  assist  the 
veeps  with  dances  and  assem- 
blies. 

Although  there  are  undoubted- 
ly valid  reasons  for  the  action 
by  the  executive  council-elect 
(for  one  thing,  some  members  of 
the  present  executive  council  fa- 
vored the  proposal)  it  seems  to 
be  a move  in  the  wrong  direc- 
tion. The  philosophy  of  student 
government  at  Brigham  Young 


University  has  been  based  on 
the  premise  that  responsibility 
should  be  spread  as  widely  as 
possible,  that  a small  group 
should  not  do  all  of  the  things 
to  be  done.  The  responsibilities  of 
the  executive  council  cover  the 
entire  studentbody,  and  a move 
to  concentrate  specific  responsi- 
bilities in  the-  hands  of  members 
of  the  council  limits  their  ability 
to  oversee  broader  areas. 

Specifically,  the  second  vice 
president  has  charge  of  all  social 
activities  and  pep  activities.  To 
put  him  in  charge  of  dances 
alone,  or  even  most  particularly, 
means  that  either  he  works  all 
day  every  day  or  that  he  neglects 
other  areas  equally  as  important. 
Admittedly,  the  second  veep  may 
find  himself  wondering  what  to 
do — if  he  doesn’t  carefully  or- 
ganize'those  working  under  him 
and  confer  with  them  daily.  The 
time  of  the  Executive  Council 
should  not  be  taken  with  the 
myriad  details  concerned  with 
putting  on  specific  functions,  but 
rather  with  coordinating  the 
committees  serving  under  them. 

The  council  will  also  make 
elections  committee  chairman 
Honor  Council  chairman  mem- 
bers of  the  cabinet,  however,  in 
a very  good  move.  Both  of  these 
offices  should  strengthen  the 
cabinet.

However,  if  you  have  not  been 
in  the  state  less  than  one  year 
you  must  purchase  an  out-of- 
state  license.  The  cost  of  the  tags 
are  $3.50  resident  and  $10  for  an 
out-of-state  yearly  fishing  license. 

With  the  official  opening  of 
trout  season  coming  May  28,  the 
nine  state  fish  hatcheries  and  one 
federal  hatchery  in  Utah  are  at 
the  present  time  planting  part 
of  the  16  million  trout  to  be 
planted  in  Utah  streams  and 
lakes  this  year.

In  last  week’s  article, 
2 million  new  Pike  eggs  coming 
to  the  Salt  Lake  City  Hatchery 
was  mentioned.  The  article  said 
the  eggs  would  arrive  in  approxi- 
mately two  weeks.  However, 
Casey  Bown,  director  of  the  Utah 
State  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sion, informed  the  Universe  by 
telephone  call  Tuesday  that  the 
eggs  had  already  arrived  early 
and  were  being  distributed  to 
hatcheries  statewide.

Audio  Visual  Aids  Registers  Rapid  Growth

Rudolph  Valentino,  the  Timpan- 
ogos  Boy  Scout  Council,  and  the 
first  person  to  ever  shoot  a roll 
of  16mm  Kodachrome  film  in 
Utah,  have  all  had  some  connec- 
tion with  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity’s fast  growing  Audio- 
Visual  Aids  department. 

Originally  located  on  lower 
campus  in  1933,  the'  department 
shared  its  office  with  the  Timpan- 
ogos  Boy  Scout  Council,  Publica- 
tions, Extension  Division,  College 
of  Applied  Science,  and  the  Soci- 
ology department.  A closet  served 
both  as  a film  library  and  equip- 
ment room.  One  of  the  projec- 
tors in  this  closet  once  belonged 
to  Valentino. 

Since  this  beginning  the  de- 
partment has  outgrown  three  of- 
fices and  is  now  located  in  the 
Student  Service  Center.  Clarence 
Tyndall  is  director,  and  it  is 
staffed  by  five  full-time  em- 
ployes and  30  part-time  em- 
ployes. 

A modern  graphic  arts  section, 
with  facilities  for  multilithing 
and  a studio  with  a control  room 


for  audio  reproduction  are  among 
the  many  modem  features  which 
now  rank  it  among  the  nation’s 
best  AVA  departments. 

In  addition  to  furnishing  vis- 
ual aids  to  the  classroom,  the 
department  offers  Film  Classics 
every  week. 

Extensive  Operations 

To  give  some  idea  as  to  the 
size  of  AVA,  picture  it  in  this 
way: 

There  are  228  miles  of  16mm 
film  in  the  department. 

There  are  also  some  2,000,000 
feet  of  tape  for  tape  recording 
purposes. 

There  are  more  glass  slides  in 
AVA — 1327 — that  the  combined 
number  of  seniores  and  graduate 
students  on  campus  during  fall 
quarter,  and  the  seniors  barely 
had  an  edge  of  film  strips;  949 
seniors  compared  with  874  film 
strips. 

AVA’s  first  catalog,  printed 
Sept.  15  ,1933,  had  30  pages.  Last 
year’s  had  216  pages.

Mormon  Students 
With  Some  Habits 

authoritatively  condemned  by 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints? 

This  question  was  studied  by 
Dr.  Wilford  E.  Smith,  sociology 
associate  professor.  He  has  com- 
pleted a comparative  study  of 
Mormon  and  non-Mormon  stu- 
dents in  four  different  universi- 
ties and  two  colleges. 

According  to  Dr.  Smith,  smok- 
ing and  drinking  tea,  coffee,  or 
intoxicating  liquor  is  a para- 
mount difference  between  Mor- 
mon students  and  non-Mormon 
students.  But,  Dr.  Smith  said, 
when  stealing,  cheating,  or  “re- 
neging'’ one’s  word  was  con- 
cerned, “no  difference’’  was  evi- 
dent. 

Of  other  sociol  practices  as 
profanity,  non-Mormon  students 
were  at  a higher  level  of  indulg- 
ence as  compared  to  Mormon 
students,  Dr.  Smith  reported.  He 
added  that  where  emphasis  is 
made,  students  are  inclined  to  be 
more  attentive  to  adhere  to  regu- 
lations. 

Since  his  study  was  done  in 
1952  for  a Ph.D.  thesis  at  the 
University  of  Washington,  Seat- 
tle, Dr.  Smith  said  the  authen- 
ticity of  his  analysis  may  have 
varied'.  He  is  now  furthering  com- 
parisons of  active  and  inactive 
Mormons  in  relation  to  the  same 
questionnaires  he  made  for  his 
Ph.D.  thesis.

Replaced  U of  U Program 

Biggest  reason  why  BYU  had 
not  organized  an  AVA  depart- 
ment before  1933  was  because 
the  University  of  Utah  had  a 
small  visual  aids  program,  and 
BYU  officials  felt  that  there  was 
not  enough  business  for  two 
such  departments  in  the  state. 

But  when  the  University  dis- 
continued its  services,  BYU  or- 
ganized its  own  department.  F. 
Wilcken  Fox,  and  Ellsworth  C. 
Dents,  who  was  on  a leave  of 
absence  from  the  University  of 
Kansas,  were  placed  at  the  head 
of  this  new  service. 

The  first  reel  of  16mm  color 
film  released  commercially  by 
Eastman  Kodak  Company  was 
filmed  in  1933  by  Homer  Wake- 
field, then  working  for  the  bu- 
reau as  part-time  help.  Wakefield 
is  now  a music  department  fac- 
ulty member  at  BYU. 

Not  Infallible 

Although  mix-ups  in  film  ship- 
ments were  the  exception  rather 
than  the  rule,  records  kept  by 
the  department  show  that  they 
did  happen  in  the  department’s 
early  days. 

AVA  got  an  order  for  “Rumple- 
stilskin”  and  promptly  sent  out 
“Jack  and  the  Beanstalk.”  “Mi- 
gration of  Birds”  did  not  go 
where  the  wild  geese  went,  or 
for  that  matter,  even  where  the 
film-can  went.  The  can  went  to 
Great  Falls,  Mont.,  but  the  film 
was  somewhere  between  Provo 
and  Great  Falls.

Veteran  Coordinator  advises 
veterans  that  they  will  need  a 
copy  of  their  discharge  (form 
DD-214  as  part  of  their  applica- 
tion. Those  who  plan  to  claim 
dependents  should  also  have  birth 
certificates  and  marriage  licenses 
available. 

Veterans  desiring  to  go  on  IDS 
missions  must  either  have  com- 
pleted their  mission  and  com- 
menced schooling  before  three 
years  from  the  date  of  discharge 
or  must  have  begun  their  GI 
training  before  they  leave  for 
for  their  mission,  the  coordina- 
tor said.  Anyone  receiving  a mis- 
sion call  three  years  after  their 
discharge  must  be  actively  en- 
rolled in  school  at  the  time  of 
the  call  was  received  to  be  eli- 
gible for  GI  aid  following  their 
return.
